Their ‘Won't-Sign’ 
Threat Draws Stern 
Reply From Texan 


PARIS, Sept. 28—(UP)—Yugo- 
slavia bluntly threatened not to 
sign the peace treaty with Italy 
Saturday and to keep her Army 
in Northwest Istria in a flaming 
verbal outburst against a confer- 
ence compromise on the Yugoslav- 
Italian frontier. 

The United States immediately 
retaliated with a threat to bar 
Yugoslavia from any reparations 
or any other benefits of the Italian 
treaty unless she agreed to sign it 
and live up to all its provisions. 

The American resolution was 
approved by the Italian Political 
Commission but failed to get the 
two-thirds vote necessary to make 
it a recommendation to the Big 
Four. The vote was 11 to 8, with 
Greece obstaining. France and 
Ethiopia joined jthe Soviet Bloc in 
opposing the American plan.

Saturday’s row was merely pre- 
liminary to what may be the big- 
gest shindig of the conference 
Monday when the question of the 
statute under which the proposed 
Free City of Trieste svall be gov- 
erned will come before the Italian 
Political Commision, scene of Sat- 
urday’s hostilities.

The threat to reject the Italian 
peace treaty was made by Yugo- 
slav Foreign Minister Edouard 
Kardelj, who said flatly that if

OPA Collects 
$1,300,000 in 


Ceiling Claims 


Well over one million dollars 
has been paid into the U, S. Treas- 
ury since Jan, 1, as a result of 
OPA actions against over-ceiling 
sales in the Southeast, OPA re- 
gional headquarters has disclosed 
here. 

John D. Mosby, Regional En- 
forcement Executive, said inves- 
tigations of sales in apparel, in- 
dustrial materials, food, lumber, 
durable goods and other fields has 
brought treble-damage claims 
against 1,283 firms or individuals, 
from Jan. 1 through Aug. 31, 1946. 

Actual payments by alleged vio- 
lators in settlements of OPA 
claims during the eight-month pe- 
riod amounted to $657,509, Mosby 
reported, with another $299,916 
collected by the Treasury as the 
result of judgments awarded 
through court actions. 


Activities of local price panels 
throughout the Southeastern 
States during the same period 
brought payments to the Treasury 
by alleged price offenders of an 
additional $224,525, OPA explain- 
ed, bringing total Treasury collec- 
tions in the Atlanta region to $1,- 
181,951.76. 


A total of $107,132.38 has been 
refunded to customers in the area 
since Jan. 1, with the combined 
total payments to the Treasury 
and customers reaching almost $1,- 
300,000, Mosby said.

Harris advised the distressed pilot to bail out when he 
came down to 21.000 feet. After a period of silence, Hoover 
called back that he was down to 7,500 feet. Then, he said, his 
engine had started.

At Chamblee, two other big 
plants, each rated at $900,000, are 
going up as fast as it is possible to 
obtain the steel. The United 
States Envelope Company, paper 
converters, is already getting up 
the frame-work for its new plant, 
while Boyle-Midway, Inc., manu- 
facturers of household products, 
has its foundations all in and is 
now ready for the steel work. 


PLAN STEEL WORK 

Burke says that the contractor 
now expects to begin the steel 
work on Ford’s new 82-acre Hape- 
ville plant on Oct. 8. 

“By that time, we expect to 
have the concrete flooring all in,” 
he said. “We then expect to have 
the steel work finished early in 
January and on Jan. 15 hope to 
begin moving in the machinery. 

“At present, we have all the un- 
derground work finished, plumb- 
ing, electrical conduits, gas mains 
and water and sewerage services. 
The minute we get a roof over the 
assembly building, we’re going to 
begin moving in the machinery.” 

Burke said that the pressure of 
work is now on the assembly 
plant. Work on the administration 
building, to be located directly in 
front of the plant, will come later, 
he said. 


TESTING GROUND 

“We've already finished a two- 
mile ‘proving road’ all around the 
plant,” he said. “In addition, we 
have all our other roads ready and 
Fulton County is now working a 
road in front of the plant. All of 
these roads are of concrete.” 

This new plant will assemble 
350 cars and trucks each day and 
will employ about 1,800 persons on 
a single shift. Ford expects to ob- 
tain most of the employes for this 
plant from among those who 
worked in the old Ford plant for- 
merly located here. Since most of 
these’ people own their own 
homes, Burke said he does not an- 
ticipate a housing problem in con- 
nection with the new plant. 
LONG DELAY 

At the General Motors plant, 
contractors expressed disappoint- 
ment at the delays in receiving 
building materials. This plant, 
originally scheduled for comple- 
tion last month,. will not begin op- 
erations until early next year, they 
said. 

“We have about 60 percent of 
the steel up and 50 percent of the 
flooring in,” one of them said. 
“Also, we have one concrete road 
constructed and are now pouring 
the concrete for the parking lots. 

“And, of course, we have all the 
basic underground work finished. 
In addition, we have some of the 
brick work up in the administra- 
tion building. But, as yet, we're 
still at the mercy of the people 
who supply us with materials.”

PARIS, Sept. 28 — (#) — The 
Peace Conference ended its ninth 
week of work Saturday on pro- 
posed treaties with five former 
enemy states, and chalked up as 
its principal accomplishment for 
the last seven days an agreement 
to muzzle most’ enthusiastic 
speechmakers. 

The object of this move was to 
close out the Conference as soon 
as possible. 

It has been obvious almost from 
the beginning of the Conference 
on July 29 that no major issue 
would be settled at Paris. Every 
such question saw an alignment 
into two blocs, East and West. 
Votes have been cast en bloc. 
There has been little if any free- 
dom of choice for any individual 
nation. Its delegates have not 
been won away from their bloc by 
any arguments, however convinc- 
ing, delivered by the opposing 
bloc. 

Typical of this was Saturday’s 
action on the boundary between 
Italy and Yugoslavia. The Italian 
political and territorial commis- 
sion voted 11 to 8 for the “French 
Line” frontier plan drawn in an 
attempt to compromise the claims 
of both Italy and Yugoslavia. The 
decision was clear enough, even 
though it was not achieved by a 
two-thirds majority. 

Yugoslavia’s response was im- 
mediate and emphatic. Her Vice 
Premier, Edvard Kardelj, declared: 

“The group of nations that vot- 
ed for the French line is trying 
to impose its will on the Yugoslav 
people. Yugoslavia will thus not 
sign the treaty with Italy and will 
not withdraw her troops from 
northwest Austria.” 

In short, if the United Nations 
wish to establish the French Line 
as the actual boundary, they must 
forcibly move an estimated 16 
Yugoslav divisions back beyond 
that line. 

In more or less the same spirit, 
various delegates have received 
each decision when the vote was 
unfavorable to them. Consequent- 
ly, all the Peace Conference has 
been able to do in nine weeks 
was give each nation the oppor- 
tunity to express its views on in- 
dividual questions. This has been 
accomplished not once but innu- 
merable times. 

For this reason the General 
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Secretariat laid down a set of 
rules during the past week de- 
signed to hold speechmaking to 
a minimum, 


Fach delegation will be per- 
mitted to speak only twice on a 
given subject in committee, 10 
minutes the first time and five 
minutes the second. Chairmen 
are empowered to cut off debates. 
Discussions of procedural matters 
may last only three minutes for 
any given delégation. 

With these rules in operation, 
the Conference is expected to 
meet the two deadlines of Oct. 5 
for committees and Oct. 15 for the 
last plenary session.

Georgia’s Forestry Department, 
under the direction of State For- 
ester J. M. Tinker, is setting up 
an intricate communication net- 
work for reporting fires and has 
obtained the aid of the State High- 
way Patrol in apprehending fire- 
bugs. The State is divided into 
districts, but the Department, at 
present, can give organized pro- 


tection only to approximately 30 
/of the State’s 159 counties. 


These counties furnish part o* 


‘the money. 


South Carolina estimates that 
its program will double the 
amount of its annual income from 
timber products. When making 
this estimate, South Carolina’s As- 
sociate State Forester, C. H. 
Schaeffer, took into account his 
State’s lack of a naval stores in- 
dustry. 

In comparison, Georgia produces 
half the world’s naval stores. 

South Carolina’s program per- 


'mits a ranger in each county, as- 


sisted by one to five wardens, 
Schaeffer said. Each county has 
one to five fire towers, he added. 
The State is divided into seven 
districts and funds for the pro- 
gram are obtained from the State’s 
general fund and not from ear- 
marked taxes. 

Besides State funds, South Caro- 
lina will receive Federal forestry 
money amounting to approxi- 


mately $332,000, 


The Palmetto State’s forestry 
problem now has become one of 
material and personnel.

Tenn., Sept. 28—‘“Old Dodge” returned to Shields- 
Watkins Field today, the scene of many former 
triumphs. 

“Old Dodge” is Robert Lee Dodd, the Tech 
footbal) coach, who pitted his team against that 
of his former teacher, Bob Neyland, in the first 
game between the two schools since 1911. 

They speak with reverence of “Old 
Dodge” up here in the hills. As a skinny, gangly kid with 
an uncanny flair for acting on a split second and a strong 
right arm. “Old Dodge” teamed with Buddy Hackman and 
Gene McEver in the backfield of the famous Vol elevens of 
1928, ’29 and ‘30. 

The club lost only one game in three years and there 
never has been anyone who had more fun playing football 
than “Old Dodge” and “Efram,” as McEver called himself.

DUCK HUNTERS! 
KNOW YOUR DUCKS 

As a public service, we feel 
that duck hunters who stray out 
of the barnyards should be ac- 
quainted with some of the things 
the wild fowl can do to escape 
becoming “duck soup.” This is all 
for future reference. 

While waiting in a cold blind, 
for instance, a hunter should know 
that ducks have an almost tele- 
scopic eyesight. They can focus 
their eyes for near or far vision. 
If ducks carried guns, it might be 
tough on the hunters. 

Now, here’s something! Ducks 
can rotate each wing separately 
and fly straight upward in a spi- 
ral! Now you know why that 
flock of mallards got away. 

Don't worry about smoking. A 
duck’s sense of smell is so slight 
that smoking does not interfere 
with hunting. 

The main thing to remember is 
that a duck can see entirely differ- 
ent objects with each eye. Even 
an Indian would have a hard time 
slipping within gun range of one. 

It has been proved, too, that 
ducks can fly upside-down, or 
even backward, make crash land- 
ings and fly vertically out of the 
water.

Atlantan Succumbs To Lure 
Of Life in South America 


After an extended visit with her brother and sister, Count and 
Countess Bernard de Sieyes, in Buenos Aires, Marion Stearns (Mrs. 
Edgar) Upton has returned home, so enthusiastic about life in 
South America that she rates it perfect from all angles. 


Several months ago Marion boarded a plane for the Argentine, 
accompanied by her niece and namesake, Marion de Sieyes, who 
is affectionately known to her friends here as “Muffie.” Muffie 
spent last Winter as a student at Holton Arms in Washington, and 
was among popular figures in the school set here at vacation times. 


The de Sieyes apartment on the Montevideo comprises the entire 
fourth floor of the building, which one enters through a private 
door. The arrival of the popular Atlantan was the signal for a 
round of parties at which she was honor guest. Her sister, the 
Countess, who will be remembered as the former Alice Stearns, 
and her husband are prominent figures in the international set in 
Buenos Aires and with them Marion attended parties at the British, 
French and American Embassies. She also attended polo games 
at the fashionable Country Club at Hurlingham and the races at 
San Isidro and Palermo. These sports assemble the smart set which 
is formed of representatives from practically every country in the 
world. According to Marion, the races are also like fashion shows, 
for the feminine contingent in Argentine is noted for its chic cos- 
tumes. However, the hats are “very exaggerated,” being made of 
birds and flowers in great quantities. Dress for both men and women 
is very formal, and there is very little casual dressing as one sees 
in America. 

Marion had the pleasure on two occasions of sitting in the pri- 
vate box at the Colon opera of President Peron, and terms these 
events as among the highlights of her trip. Madame Peron gra- 
ciously offered the box to Mrs. Albert Dodero, a close friend of the 
Count and Countess, who entertained them and their Atlanta guest.

It seats 20, and opening from it is a hand- 
somely furnished salon, as well as a dressing room and pantry. On 
gala evenings champagne and cocktails are served between acts. 
One of the operas Marion heard was “Paul and Virginia,” which 
had its world premiere there. 

Opera is held every Wednesday afternoon and, in addition, there 
are many concerts. When the Atlantanm was there, it was Winter, 
and the social and cultural season was at its height. 


“Bife,” which is a cut of beef similar to a filet mignon, was a 
dish which Marion particularly liked. She found that all foods, 
especially meat, were plentiful. The regular meals are about the 
same variety as in the States. At the cocktail hour everyone drinks 
Scotch, Old-Fashioneds, and Martinis, but none of that favorite of 
all Southerners, Bourbon. Wine, too, is very popular and especially 
at barbecues or “asados.” Marion went to many of these at Estoncia, 
where whole lambs were barbecued and served with a salad, bread 
and wine. A tea-time guest is treated to a regular meal, according 
to the Atlantan, which results in dinner being served as late as 9:30 
or 10 o'clock. 

Everything seems plentiful there, including such hard-to-find 
items as soap and nylons. English and French are the most popular 
languages spoken, and there are interpreters in all the stores, which 
are very modern, attractive and fairly bustling with activity.

She was at Ft. Stotsenberg, a 
half mile from Clark Field, when 
the Japs first bombed the Philip- 
pines. She was evacuated to Cor- 
regidor on Christmas Day, and she 
remained on Bataan and Corregi- 
dor until her capture April 9, 
1942. 

“By that time all sensation was 
she recalls. “Of course, 
we wondered what was going to 
happen to us. In about a week 
we were moved to Santo Tomas, 
a large civilian internment camp 
near Manila.” 

During the first two years of 
imprisonment, the Georgia nurse 
said conditions were not so bad 
and the food was “pretty good.” 
During the last year, however, the

“Their Ancient Grudge,” there- 
fore, is a unique work of its kind; 
it tells the story from the view- 
points of six women who are vital- 
ly concerned with the inter-clan 
warfare. Two ‘of these women’s 
stories are stark tragedies, two 
have the essence of a powerful 
drama, another is a melancholy 
lament, and one is a love ballad as 
full of tenderness as the Song of 
Solomon. 

Kroll’s use of the mountain ver- 
nacular was perhaps as faithful as 
he could reproduce it, but dialect 
written phonetically, without the 
benefit of the intonation, the lilt, 
and the peculiar mountain way of 
slurring syllables, is not very suc- 
cessful. He is more convincing 
with his other local color, the 
quaint mores, brief descriptions of 
the hill country scenery, and the 
peculiar attitude of isolation of 
the people. 

“Their Ancient Grudge” is cer- 
tainly not great literature; quite 
often it is not even good litera- 
ture. This book makes no claim to 
being good writing; it is content to 
tell its story. It is of the people.

Editor Constitution: With the 
firing of Mr. Wallace the country 
must now honestly face the fact 
that the recently abhored crime 
of the rubber-stamp, when a 
strong presidential hand held the 
reins of government, has now be- 
come a democratic virtue in the 
United States cabinet. In addi- 
tion, it is democratically admirable 
for a weak President to serve 
simply as a rubber string, with 
all the facile flexibility of bend- 
ing forward or backward, accord- 
ing to the amount of pull exerted 
upon him. 

Members of the congress have 
been adamant in their self-asser- 
tive claims to the right of free 
speech both on the floor and off 
the floor of our legislative halls. 
But now these very men are the

A Marker On 
Dead Indian Hill 


See Further notes made at the TE Ranch, near 
Bb. Cody, Wyo.— 
ccc MEER. We were going to the sunlight country. 

The way was beautiful. The purple sage on the brown ranges, 
the grass was green in the valleys, the stacked hay, the oats and 
barley in shocks in the yellow fields of stubble all joined to make 
a picture worth seeing. 

The road climbed always, toward the divide. 

There were lovely groves of aspens, called “quaking trees,” their 
slender white trunks and their eternally fluttering leaves, set against 
a background of climbing hills or green spruce. 

We paused at the divide. Below us stretched the “sunlight 
country,’ a long valley so called because it runs almost directly 
east and west and is flooded with sunlight from dawn to dark. 
Rancher Simon Snyder, who has been there since he was “a kid 
there in 1898,” said that until the road was built a few years ago 
they called the valley “Sunlight” because sunlight was the only 
thing that could get in. 


“Pass” There was a marker at the divide which said that this 

pass was the only one in the great range of mountains; 
that over it had flowed war and Indian movements, hunters and 
War groups, and that it was through this pass that Chief Joseph 
of the Nez Perce Indians had conducted his masterly, strategic re- 
treat with U. S. troops in pursuit. 

The marker was on a hill, topping the pass at 10,000 feet ele 
vation, and the hill was called “Dead Indian Hill.” So I knew that 
some of the Nez Perce band had died there. 

Simon Snyder told me of finding, on the South Fork side of the 
mountains, in the hills near the TE Ranch, some carving in an old 
rock giving the date in 1876 and the number of the cavalry unit 
in pursuit. 

So, I had to find out about Chief Joseph and his Nez Perce’s 
and his impact on history which made him worthy of markers and 
the notation that his retreat was masterly. As far as I could recall, 
no American history I had studied or read had named him. So, 
cursing my own ignorance and the writers of American history, 
I started looking. 


; He was born of a Nez Perce mother and a Cayuse 
Strategist father about 1840 in Oregon. The Nez Perce In- 
dians had been moved about by the land-hungry settlers and, in 
1876, after a delay of 13 years, the Government decided to move 
them to Idaho. Negotiations were proceeding peacefully until a 
group of settlers attacked the Indians without warning and killed a 
number of them, including women and children. Joseph, who was 
for peace, reluctantly went to war as their chief. 

There is nothing in any history or comment to suggest he had 
any military training. So, one may assume he did not. 

Realizing he could not cope with the United States Army, this 
uneducated, untrained Indian decided to seek haven in Canada. The 
route, because of the mountains, was long and tragically arduous, 

He had fewer than 200 warriors. He was burdened by three 
times as many women and children. He had no supply, no support, 
and no information about the country ahead. 


“Uni ue’ Gen. John Gibbon was out from Fort Shaw in front 
q of him. Gen. Howard, from Oregon, was behind him. 

The telegraph was hourly putting new detachments on his flanks. 

He escaped Howard. He defeated Gibbon in a desperate battle 
at Big Hole (Wisdom) River on Aug. 9, and continued a retreat 
which lasted for 1,000 long, tortuous, desperate miles with troops 
and cavalry sniping at him when they could find him and searching 
the countryside for signs of him when, as they said, he had “dis- 
appeared” with his handful of warriors and his hundreds of women 
and children. 

On the north side of the Yellowstone he defeated Gen. S. D. 
Sturgis and gained the Bear Paw Mountains. He was then only 30 
miles from the Canadian border and safety. 

There fate turned the dice against him. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
who had made a cross-country dash from Fort Keogh, threatened 
him. 

Chief Joseph could have escaped by leaving his wounded and 
the women and children. He decided to fight. He entrenched him- 
self in a manner which Gen. Miles described as superior to the 
U. S. Engineering customs and fought it out for five days. When 
he surrendered he had 87 men alive, of whom 40 were wounded, and 
351 women and children. 

I would like to write the terms of surrender were kept. They 
were not. They were violated in entirety and the tribe was im- 
prisoned and so mistreated it almost became extinct. Only Chief 
Joseph, who lived until 1904, kept his word and his people alive. 

Some day I want to go back to the divide and Dead Indian Hill 
and raise my hat to his memory.

‘Soap Opera’ Radio 
Going Into Decline? 


At last, after we had about abandoned hope 

anent the intelligence of daytime radio listeners, 

" — there are substantial indications the “soap opera” 

of the broadcasts is fading from the air waves. If the program 

makers know their trends, the housewife, the cook and the maid, 

who hitherto have been enraptured by the daily matrimonial mis- 

haps of a whole series of radio heroines, are growing tired of 

worrying, in between blurby commercials boosting somebody's 

soap, over the synthetic problems, the love affairs and the trage- 
dies of a lot of disembodied vocal chords. : 

The national hookups are abandoning, in some measure, these 
woeful installment dramas. They are offering, instead, more and 
more programs of the type known as “give-aways.” These are the 
programs which conduct some sort of contest for prizes. The prizes 
are remarkable. So handsome, in fact, the very thought of win- 
ning some of them is comparable only to the dream of possession 


of Aladdin's lamp. 

: _— Don’t mistake me. The soap opera hasn't yet 
Still Majority given up its ghostly rule of the daylight ether. 
There are, still, more programs of that type than of the “give- 
away” brand. But the preponderance is nothing like what it was 
a few months ago. One chain reports dropping of some half dozen 
“soap operas” and substitution of a similar number of “give-aways.” 
But the proportion stands, even today, at approximately two-to-one 
in favor of the former. But the new type is gaining and there is 
real hope that the day may come when “soap opera” will be only 
an amusing page in radio history. 

Now don’t start criticizing the contest programs. Sure, they 
have their silly side. True, it doesn’t bespeak any great intelligence 
on the part of listeners, their popularity. But you must admit the 
change is for the better. Any change would be. When you reach 
the soap opera nadir of intelligence, the only possible trend is up. 
There is no down. 

As to the why of the contest popularity, there are various reasons 
to be adduced. In the first place, obviously, is the universal human 
quality of acquisitiveness. Most listeners hear the giving away of 
those enviable so desirable articles and feel there is a chance, some 
day, that they will be the actual recipients. There may be 140,- 
000,000 or so people in this country and maybe 40 percent listen 
to the radio. But there is always the chance, the listeners feel, the 
magic wand will touch them and carry them, all expenses paid, to 
the role of studio participant and, of course, recipient of prize after 


prize. 

: Remember, too, the soap operas are, in large 
Tired of Sorrow degree, protagonists of sorrow. They are, 
most of the time, conducive to tears. The faithful listener knows, 
as the hour for her daily wallow in the woes of synthetic characters 
nears, she should keep a handkerchief handy and be ready to 
remedy a tear-streaked make-up afterward, 

Perhaps the war, blamed or credited for so many human trends, 
has a hand in this radio reformation. Perhaps women who, so 
many of them, waited day after day for news of the men 
who were within range of the guns and bombs, have had 
their fill of tragic suspense. Perhaps subconsciously they seek 
something more cheerful in entertainment, now-the war is over. 
Smiles, in this postwar world, may be more desired than tears, 
Laughter may be the emotion they seek—embroidered with hope— 
hope that they too may be contest winners one of these days. 


The contest programs are, most of them, funny. Much 
of the fun may be unintentional, therefore all the funnier. There 
is no predicting what an excited woman, suddenly called upon to 
chatter over a microphone that carries her voice into millions of 
homes, may say. The remarks are ofttimes hilariously comic. 

There is the element of sympathy for some hard-pressed seeker 
after correct answers to contest questions; there is vicarious 
triumph with the victors and long-distance regret with the losers. 

There are programs which bring to the millions of listeners 
valued suggestions in dress, in fashion, in better homemaking, in 
cosmetics, in-all the things of dominant feminine interest. These, 
woven in with the contest idea itself, are more appealing than any 
soap commercial, no matter how dulcet-toned the announcer’s voice. 

Well, to repeat, there are indications the soap opera is on the 
way out, 

If the trend continues it may be a lot of folks who have hitherto

Under 
our system of party control of the 
government, it would be impos- 
sible for the government official- 
ly to furnish a free press.

of authority, which can determine 
for us what is helpful, and what 
is harmful in a publication, and 
decide what can and can not be 
published?

This would be a definite and dan- 
gerous attack upon the _ sacred 
right to choose for one’s self what 
is right and what is wrong.

Freedom of thought demands the 
fullest information possible, from 
which intelligent choice can be 
made. For the government to de- 
termine what the people should 
read would be equivalent to as- 
suming authority to determine 
what they should know. Then 
when we remember that back of 
nearly every moral choice is some 
form of religious belief, any inter- 
ference by the government with 
freedom to make a moral choice is 
a violation of the most precious 
of all freedoms — religious free- 
dom. If we rule out all forms of 
official censorship, do: we not 
leave this trenemdous power of 
determining what the people shall 
know to the publishers?

Sea-Going Horses 
Ready To Depart 


SAVANNAH—The stately, salt-encrusted citi- 
s zens of this sedate seaport have a cowpuncher 
PCRS Me SR in their midst. This is not quite exact. He looks 
like a cowpuncher, because he wears the wide-brimmed hat, the 
wildly checkered shirt with a bandana flaunting at the throat, the 
blue-jeans britches and the sharp-toed high-heeled boots of the cow- 
puncher, but he is, in actuality, a horsepuncher. 

He is Mr. Babe Owens, of the famed and farflung Owens Broth- 
ers enterprises, known in the West as breeders, buyers, sellers and 
handlers of horses and mules. He, along with some 30 helpers as 
picturesque of look and speech as himself, is here to see to it that 
the 90-odd thousand horses the Government is gathering from 
throughout the nation are adequately fed, watered and protected 
against diseases until they can be loaded aboard ships that will 
carry them to the nations of Europe where the farm stock was 
largely wiped out during the war by starvation and artillery fire. 


: When I spoke with Mr. Owens the other day he 
Ranch Lingo was sitting on his roping horse, Little Red Star, 
on the ACL docks here, with the booms and funnels of a huge 
freighter forming an incongruous background to his pose. He was 
supervising the cutting out, or separation, of the first 200 horses 
which were to be shipped overseas. His horse-wranglers were 
separating the horses from the herd of some 3,000 which munched 
hay placidly in the vast corrals, and were running them by a cor- 
ner of the corral, where a number of veterinarians peered at them 
closely to see if they were in fit condition to ship. Mr. Owens, 
from his perch atop Red Star, was giving advice and counsel in a 
hoarse, croaking voice which sounded much like a horse coughing. 
“Get that dash-blank old bay mare out of that pen and put 
her with the ones to ship,” he said. “That old bay Belgian. Let 
the Poles have her. That is the dash-blankedest meanest old blank 
in the corral. She has been here a month and she has bit every 
horse that has come in here. The ones she didn’t get a chance 
to bite she kicked. Get her on her way.” 
Mr. Owens then apologized about his voice. A large shipment 


of horses had come in by train at 2 o’clock the morning before 
and Mr. Owens and his men had had to remove them from the 
cars and get them into the dockside corrals. 


Action “I never saw horses do like them,” croaked Mr. Owens. 

“They just froze in the cars and wouldn’t move. I hol-’ 
lered until my voice was gone and then I just rode into the cars 
amongst them and frailed them across the tail. Took us all night 
to get them off.” 

Mr. Owens, a young man of some 20 Summers, with a pair of 
small, bright eyes set beside a large misshapen nose which looks 
as if it might have been sat upon by a Brahma bull, and prob- 
ably has at one time or another, rarely has to resort to frailing 
them across the tail to make a horse do his bidding. 

“I am familiar with horses,” said Mr: Owens. “I am a third 
generation horse man on both sides of the house. Both my grand- 
fathers and their brothers were horsemen. My father was a horse- 
man and all his brothers. All my brothers are in the horse business

On the Flint River the Junction 
dam will create a lake which will 
extend 18 miles north of Bain- 
bridge. From the dam itself to a 
point southwest of here, that lake

'ing it possibly the largest lake in 
‘the South. 

| Industry, commerce, forestry 
|and recreation—these are the four 
‘new benefits which Southwest 
|Georgians believe will follow dl- 
|rectly upon the completion of the 
'Flint River development. Aside 
from vastly aiding such industry 
and agriculture as already exists 
in the area, it will, people here 
|feel, soon result in the creation 
/of a great reservoir of new wealth, 
the product of the new economic 
opportunities that the multi-pur- 


pose development of a river al- 
| ways brings in its wake. 


“This will be the biggest thing 
‘that ever happened to Southwest 
Georgia,” said Jesse Gunn, of 
| Bainbridge, one of the business 
leaders of the section. “When we 
‘get the Flint River developed, the 
possibilities for the economic de- 
‘velopment of Southwest Georgia 
‘will be unlimited. 
| “We have right now the makings 
of great industries in naval stores, 
the manufacture of paper prod- 

ucts and the building up of one 
of the country’s great recreation 
industries. And: the minute the 
Army Engineers bring up the river 
'development we here in this part 
‘of Georgia will be ready to go.” 

Others here say that river trans- 
portation to Bainbridge will im- 
mediately make this port the dis- 
tribution center for a large area of 
this part of Georgia, an area with- 
in a radius of from 50 to 100 miles 
'of Bainbridge. It will be of special 
‘importance to Baker County, the 
only county in South Georgia 


people here, river transportation 
will place this city in the same 
relationship to this section of the 
country that Atlanta now has for 
the Southeast. 

Henry G. Webb, Bainbridge law- 
yer, is the leader in the movement 
for the development of the forest 
products possibilities of this area. 

“Of the entire area of Decatur 
County, one of the largest in the 
State,” said Webb, “only about 35 
percent of it is in agricultural pro- 
duction. The rest comprises forest

this section. We already do a good 
business in naval stores, but river 
transportation will hugely in- 
crease it. And, in addition, with 
the supply of raw materials close 
at hand, we'll get many new in- 
dustries for the manufacture of 
paper products. 

“Then, too, the possibilities for 
new industry in the recreational 
field are unlimited. Aside from its 
fishing and hunting, ‘this section is 
one of the most historic in all 
America, So, the prospect for tour- 
ist development is inrmense.” 

Once, 40 or 50 years ago, this 
city was an inland ‘port, with a 
large volume of traffic. In fact; 
until 15 years ago, one small 
steamer, carrying naval stores, 
traveled up and down the river. 
Neglect of the river, however, 
gradually drove that sole vessel 
from the business. But now, with 
the prospect that the Army Engi- 
neers hold out before them, the 
people of this section have again 
become navigation-minded and 
they vision a great future for this 
port. 


Herbert Miller, County Attor- 
ney, told The Constitution that, 
in his opinion, navigation will be 
the most important result of the 
projected Flint River development. 

“It will not only aid the indus- 
try already established here,” he 
said, “but it will also encourage 
new industry to establish itself 
here. Of course we shall wel- 
come all industry, no matter 
where it comes from, but we are 
particularly pleased at the pros- 
pect that this improvement will 
encourage the establishment of 
many new small industries, each 
locally owned and locally operated 
and each dependent upon the nat- 
ural and agricultural resources 


of our own area. That, I believe, 
is the thing which will

used in this country comes from 
mines in Decatur County. River 
transportation, Miller says, will 
greatly increase the business of 
all these companies.

With one or two exceptions, all 
of the land to be inundated as a 
result of the Junction Dam is for- 
est land.

Herod Tried to Beg Off When the 


Dancing Girl Asked for the Saint's Head, 
but She Held Him to His Promise

ALOME was the girl who danced 

before King Herod at his birth- 

day party, and when he invited 
her ta name a fee for the perform- 
ance she asked for the head of John 
the Baptist on a platter. Herod 
thought she ged too much, but 
“he wouldn’t g@@ back on his word. 

The — version of this fa- 
mous story js given in the Gospel 
according to St. Mark and in the his- 
torical writings of Josephus. A later 
version was invented by Oscar Wilde 
in his play, “Salome,”’'1893. Richard 
Strauss used Wilde’s composition as 
libretto for his opera “Salome,” 1905. 
According to Wilde, Salome was a 
beautiful but wilful and decadent 
young girl. According to St. Mark, 
her mother, Herodias, was worse. We 
might as well have in mind the dif- 
ference between them, slight though 
it may have been. 

Salome was the granddaughter of 
Herod the Great, who ruled when the 
Wise Men came seeking the Child, 
and who ordered the slaughter of the 
Innocents. This Herod had talent for 
lust and murder, and all his sons 
took after him. Three of them, Aris- 
tobulus, Philip, and Antipas, were 
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closely but unpleasantly related 
to Herodias and Salome. 
Herodias was the daughter of 
Aristobulus. While still very 
young she married her Uncle 
Philip, and by him had her 
child, Salome. When Uncle 
Antipas was designated as heir to 
the wealth and power of Herod the 
Great, Herodias dropped Philip and 
married the better prespect. Anti- 
pas already had a wife, but Herodias 
persuaded him to send the woman 
away. In consequence he had to 
deal with an angry father-in-law, an 
Arab chieftain, who declared war. 

Though the Biblical account does 
not say so, she probably had a frus- 
trated attraction toward John the 
Baptist, whose personality was mag- 
netic. Failing to make an impression 
on him, she schemed for her revenge. 

When John rebuked Antipas for 
his marriage with a woman who was 
his brother’s wife and his own niece, 
Antipas put him in jail. This was a 
half-way measure which did not sat- 
isfy Herodias, but Antipas had an 
uneasy conscience, or perhaps he al 
ready regretted what he had taken 
into his home. 

According to the Gospel version, 
Herodias told her daughter to dance 
at the dinner party, and when Herod, 
off his guard and more than a little 
drunk,-told the girl to name her re- 
ward, Salome went to her mother 
for a suggestion. Herodias advised 
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her to ask for the head of John the 
Baptist on a charger or _ platter. 
Herodias insisted on seeing the grue- 
some trophy with her own eyes. She 
wished to be sure the right head had 
been cut off. Herod saw that he 
had been tricked, but he had made 
the offer in public and -didn't like to 
back down. 

The Oscar Wilde version of the 
story transfers the characteristics of 
Herodias to her daughter, making 
Salome an abominable compound of 
insanity and beauty, of reprehensible 
impulses and utter shamelessness. 
His play, “Salome,” is a little too 
much for even the most liberal- 
minded theatrical audience, and the 
opera based on it excites some pro- 
tests. The wonderful music of Strauss 
partly deodorizes the story. 

In the Wilde-Strauss version, Sa- 
lome is a subject of scandalous gossip 
among the soldiers and servants of 
the palace. She throws a decadent 
spell upon all males except the cap- 
tive prophet. John is imprisoned in 
a deep well or cistern. When he 
emerges from it occasionally for a 
little fresh air, Salome begs him not 
to turn away from her. A young 
officer of the palace guard, in leve 
with her, unable to endure her shame- 
less behavior, commits suicide. 

The dance before Herod is such 
a strip-tease excitement that Herod 
himself is agitated. Though he tries 
to beg off when she asks for John’s 
head, she is too much for him. The 
trophy is produced from the well and

King, Filled With 

Remorse Over 

What He Had 

Done, Ordered 

the Guard to 

Kill Her. 


Herod, beside himself with remorse 
and perhaps with other emotions, 
orders the guard to kill her. 

Our idea of Salome today is an 
amalgam of these two versions. She 
represents the snake woman as de. 
scribed in primitive myth, the incar. 
nation of charm and of evil. 

But it’s rather a pity that Oscar 
Wilde killed Salome off so early, 
before she had a chance to grow up. 
What would she be like in her mature 
years? Josephus says she inherited 
her mother’s tendency to marry often, 
and always in the family. The story 
he tells of her is not pretty, but on 
moral grounds alone there is no rea. 
son to doubt it. 

Salome was, let 
daughter of her great-uncle Philip, 
whom Herodias divorced in order to 
marry Antipas. According to Jose. 
phus the lonely Philip consoled him 
self by marrying his daughter 
Salome. It was her first marriage 
and in her girlish inexperience she 
thought for a while that she had made 
a good match. Then because of he 
father’s age she divorced him, and 
tried a very young cousin named 
Aristobulus. 

Josephus says nothing about her 
end, but legend finished her off with 
an incident which, though crude, 
satisfied poetic justice. One wintry 
day, walking on thin ice, she broke 
through, and the sharp splinters of 
ice cut off her head.

HE cameras whirred to a stop and 
the’ Kleig lights faded on the last 
scene of the film “Sister Kenny.” 
Dudley Nichols, who wrote, di- 
rected and produced the picture, 
smiled happily. 

“Telegram for you,” said a boy 
from the office. 

It was signed by Sister Kenny and it said: 

“Just received cablegram notifying me of his 
death.” 

For a moment Nichols wondered whose death. 
It couldn’t be Dr. Aeneas John McDonnell, who 
for almost half a century had been Sister Kenny’s 
friend and benefactor. Her reaction to his death 
had been one of the closing episodes in the film 
just finished. The man she referred to must have 
been Dan, whose love for the Australian nurse 
had survived one setback after another for more 
than 30 years. 

Nichols was right. It was Dan who died. 
Sister Kenny hadn’t told him all the cablegram 
said. It was from Dan’s attorney and it conveyed 
his last message to her: 

“Here in these silent hills you loved so well I 
wait for thee.” 

To the countless thousands all over the world 
who knew Sister Kenny as a name, she seemed 
utterly remote from romance. They thought of 
her as a woman who had devoted herself single- 
mindedly to a new concept of infantile paralysis 
in the hope that afflicted children might go 
through life without the torture of braces and 
splints. 

Even to those who knew her closest, Dan was 
a misty figure, mentioned in a few paragraphs 
in her autobiography as a neighbor in the back 
country of Australia who had tried in vain to 
persuade her to abandon nursing and marry him. 
She never spoke of him and there was no inti- 
mation that the vigorous white-haired arch-enemy 
of poliomyelitis had ever regretted her decision. 

It was Rosalind Russell who first learned that 
Dan was not an ephemeral Lochnivar who had 
ridden away alone into a limbo of memory, but 
a perennial suitor who was content to wait ina 
ranch house half way across the world until the 
woman he loved had won the right to join him. 


FVER since Sister Kenny arrived in the United 
States six years ago to carry on her fight for 
recognition of her theories about infantile paral- 
ysis, she and Miss Russell had been close friends. 
During many long talks the nurse told the movie 
star about her life in Australia--how she had 
met Dr. McDonnell as a child, how he had per- 
suaded her to become a nurse, how she had 
stationed herself in the back country where the 
nearest doctor was frequently 50 miles away. 
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For More Than Thirty Years Her Beloved Dan Waited 
for Her to Come Back to Him, But the Courageous 
Australian Nurse Always Felt That Serving Mankind 
Was Infinitely More Important Than Her Own Happiness.

When she was called to attend a little girl 
who was writhing in pain from tightened muscles 
in her legs and back, she wired Dr. McDonnell 
for a diagnosis. The reply stunned her: 

“Infantile paralysis. No known treatment. 
Do the best you can with the symptoms present- 
ing themselves,” 

She wrapped the child in strips of blanket 
soaked in hot water, halted the progress of the 
disease, then taught her little patient to walk 
again. The single case spread into an epidemic, 
but Sister Kenny brought all her patients through 
safely by the same means. Many months later 
she learned that the medical profession consid- 
ered her methods dangerous, that the limbs of 
all polio victims were immobilized as soon as 
the disease appeared, that most of those afflicted 
were never able to escape from the cruel steel 
braces. 

Angered and horrified, she tried with Dr. 
McDonnell’s help to show that this was all un- 
necessary, but hidebound orthopedists, indignant 
that any nurse should contradict the findings of 
the best medical minds, blocked her at every turn. 
They refused to let her treat anyone during the 
early stages of the disease, and when she set 
up clinics to repair the patients they had aban- 
doned as hopeless, an excuse was always found 
to close them. 

“Australia wouldn't believe me and neither 
would England,” Sister Kenny said, “so I came 
to the United States and here I have found the 
first faint glimmer of hope.” 

“You have lived a very full life,” Rosalind 
said, “all except—” 

“I know what you mean,” Sister Kenny in- 
terrupted. “But I couldn’t retire to a comfortable 
home of my own and have children when I knew 
that other children whom I could save were 
becoming cripples because of my selfishness.” 

“Of course you couldn’t,” Miss Russell agreed. 
“But wasn’t there anyone who almost made you 
change your mind?” 

There was a moment of silence. Then, as if 
she had suddenly felt the need of confiding in 
someone, Sister Kenny stood up and said: 

“Yes, there was. Come out into the garden 
and I'll tell you about him.” 

Dan was a rancher’s son who tired of ranch 
life and became an army officer. When Eliza- 
beth Kenny met him he was on furlough. He 
was sent to India, but before he left there was 
an understanding that when he returned he would 


remain to become a rancher with an ex-nurse’ 


for a bride. 

He came back in the middle of the polio 
epidemic. Elizabeth was sure that as soon as 
it was over they could be married but when the 
doctors told her how wrong she was she wanted 
a little time to try to convince them. The first 
World War arrived. Dan was called up at once. 
Elizabeth became an army nurse, later advanced 
to the rank of lieutenant which gave her the 
title of Sister—a title which has led some to 


believe erroneously that she belongs to a re- 
ligious order. 

When the war ended Dan was in-a hospital] in 
England with a wounded leg. Elizabeth returned 
to Australia to wait for him. Her plans for 
the marriage were already made when a serious 
outbreak of infantile paralysis occurred in near-by 
‘Townsville. Once more Sister Kenny set up a 
clinic. The doctors were after her again in full cry. 

She realized now that she could never give up 
her work until she had shown all the world that 
the lives of children need not be ruined by an 
archaic medical concept. 


HE sent a letter to Dan explaining how she felt 

and reminding him that Australian nurses 
couldn’t have husbands. Unconvinced, he’ came 
back to Australia but while he was pleading his 
cause another crippled girl arrived at the clinic. 
The Jook in Sister Kenny's eyes as she examined 
the twisted legs was more eloquent than any pro- 
testation. He slipped away quietly. 

“The last time I saw him,” the nurse said, 
“was at Croydon Airport in England just afte! 
the last war started. He was back in the army. 
We had only a few minutes together. ‘Elizabeth,’ 
he said, ‘it took me a long time to realize it, but 
I know now that you were right.’ I said: “That's 
what I wanted to hear more than anything else 
in the world.’ ” 

Even in that outburst of confidence, Sister 
Kenny didn’t tell the whole story. She didn't 
mention that during the first war she had made 
a trip to the Union of South Africa and had been 
completely overwhelmed by the beauty of a sec. 
tion known as the Valley of a Thousand Hills. 
She didn’t say that she had told Dan about it, 
and that he had bought a large tract there and 
built the house that was to be their home. She 
didn’t say that he was still waiting there, un 
complaining, hoping that they would be able to 
spend their final years together. 

But Rosalind Russell needed no more than 
she was told. Already she was envisioning her 
self in the greatest role of her career, the role of 
a fighting nurse who sacrificed everything, in 
cluding her own happiness, to wage war against 
the medical profession for a cause she felt 
was right. 

It was not easy to convince Sister Kenny that 
the picture should be made, and it was even more 
difficult to persuade RKO officialdom that the 
film could be a box office success, but Rosalind, 
imbued with the same sort of stubborn determina 
tion that she hoped to portray on the screen, 
finally succeeded. ‘The-result, as poignant as it is 
powerful, probably exceeded even her own ex: 
pectations. 

To play the part of the persistent sujtor, who 
is called Kevin Connors in the mov, Sister 
Kenny herself selected Dean Jagger, a tall, rangy 
actor who looks like a parlor Lincoln. When 
she saw him, she gave him the highest accolade 
she could bestow: 

“You Know, I think you really look like Dan.” 


RONICALLY, the death of the real-life Kevin 
Connors came when the woman for whom he 
was waiting could feel, for the first time, that 
the end of her struggle might be in sight. From 
all parts of the world doctors and technicians 
were coming to study her methods and concept 
at the Elizabeth Kenny Institute, which the city 
of Minneapolis has founded in her honor. Her 
latest book, devoted to dermo-neuro-muscular 
therapy as applied to infantile paralysis, will be 
used as a textbook in some medical schools. 

A documentary film, toward which Rosalind 
Russell contributed $40,000, has been one of the 
keys to recognition. It is a record of the work 
done at the Kenny Institute. In England, where 
Sister Kenny met with a stern rebuff a few 
years ago, the film was shown at the request 
of the Royal Society of Medicine. After the 
meeting, at which Lord Horder, the King’s Physi- 
cian, presided, the Department of Physical Medi- 
cine of Great Britain recommended that the film 
be reproduced in all languages. 

In Australia, from which Sister Kenny has 
just returned after a four months visit, the film 
was shown in the rooms of the Royal College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, an austere body which 
not so long ago had refused to recognize her 
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existence. Not only was the picture accepted for 
the Library of Visual Education, but doctors rep- 
resenting Queensland and New South Wales were 
sent to Minneapolis to take the two-year course 
at the Kenny Institute. 


HILE she was in Australia, Sister Kenny re- 
ceiyed a cable from the Children’s Hospital in 
Winnipeg, Canada, where two groups of infantile 
paralysis victims had been under observation for 
two years. In each group were patients of the 
same age and the same degree of infection. One 
was treated by orthodox methods; the other ac- 
cording to the Kenny theories, 
“Kenny-treated patients at least ten times 
better than others,” the cablegram said. 
Doctors in America have been almost as hesi- 
tant as those abroad in accepting the Kenny, 
concept of poliomyelitis. Many of them now recom: 
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“While Dan Was Pleading His Case Another Crippled Child Arrived at 


the Clinic. 
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mend hot packs nad re-education of the z afflicted 
muscles, which originally was understood to be 
the basis of the Kenny treatment, but Sister 
Kenny says that they have much more to learn. 

“I wish they’d stop ref-rring to ‘Kenny hot 
packs,’” she says. “Certainly I used them, but 
they’re as old as the hills. I have no doubt 
Mrs. Noah put a hot. pack on her husband’s 
back in the ark. And muscles can’t be re-edu- 
cated. They have no brains. To restore muscles 
to normal condition, a technician must know much 
more about infantile paralysis than most doctors 
understand.” 

Referring to the drug neostigmine, which now 
is frequently administered to relieve muscle spasm 
in polio cases, she said: 

“How odd that thousands of dollars should

HE shade of Ann Pudeator, as comely a 
witch as ever side-saddled a broomstick, still 
cries in vain for Massachusetts justice. 

For the fifth time in more than 200 years, and 
for the second year in succession, the Bay State 
Legislature recently refused to clear her name of 
the charge of witchcraft for which in the late 17th 
century she was hanged. 

Once a witch, always a witch, is the Massa- 
chusetts decision. 

In 1692, while awaiting her ox-cart for the 
short haul to the gallows in Salem, Ann penned an

In addition to the above, one man was 
pressed to death, two women died awaiting 
trial, 10 others were condemned and hun- 
dreds were jailed on witchcraft charges. 


ness. In her petition asking mercy Ann wrote: 

“IT am altogether ignorant of and know nothing 
in ye least measure about it, nor nothing else con- 
cerning ye crime of witchcraft for wch I am con- 
demned to die as will be known to men and angells 
att the great day of Judgment, begging and im- 
ploring your prayers...” 

Ann’s plea was addressed to a group of men 
who represented the most distinguished families 
of Massachusetts. It fell on deaf ears. She was 
one of 20 put to death in Salem in that year of 
frenzy which saw hundreds imprisoned as witches. 

Although the Salem persecutions lasted only a 
year, Massachusetts has never made a whole 
hearted admission of error and has moved reluc- 
tantly and only under great pressure to make 
partial recompense. 

One reason appears to be that the Legislature, 
as the Genera] Court, itself instituted proceedings 
against witches. 

Perhaps another is that among the most fer- 
vent witch-hunters of the olden days were the 
bluebloods of Massachusetts aristocgacy, and the 
politicians fear a reflection upon their descendants 
of today. 

As early as 1703 a move was begun to clear the 
names of those accused as witches but the Lepis- 
lature acceded in only three cases of persons con- 
demned but not executed. 

In 1711 there was a public clamor to clear all 
who had been accused and the Legislature passed 
an act which supposedly cleared 23, some of whom 
had been hanged: Ann Pudeator’s name did not 
appear in this list and later it developed that there 
was grave doubt anyone had been cleared because 
Governor Dudley, perhaps with his tongue in 
cheek, never signed the act. 

In 1892 an act to commemorate the witchcraft 
victims as martyrs was howled down. 


WO years ago, William Greenslit of New 
Orleans, descendant of Ann Pudeator, sought 
the means to remove the stigma of witchcraft from 
the family escutcheon. He caused to be filed bv 
Senator J. Elmer Callahan of Salem (appropriately 
enough) a bill which would have declared all those 
accused as witches to be not guilty of such charge. 
The Legislature defeated it. 

This year he tried again and the Massachusetts 
Senate killed the bill with a roaring voice vote. 

It appears as if Ann Pudeator will be required 
to await that “great day of judgment” for justice. 

The state has paid out the sum of 578 pounds 
12 shillings over the course of the years to fam- 
ilies of hanged or condemned witches but it will 
not officially admit there were no witches! 

The great Governor Winthrop himself presided 
at Massachusetts’ first trial of an accused witch 
and the great Governor Winthrop himself sen- 
tenced her to hang and saw to it she was hanged. 
The victim was Margaret Jones, who resided in 
Charlestown and was found by trial to possess a 
“malignant touch” which caused deafness or ill- 
ness to her betters. 

The same body of legislators which now re- 
fuses to admit there were no witches itself con- 
victed a Boston widow of witchcraft in 1655. This 
was Ann Hibbins and poor Mrs. Hibbins died on 
the gallows, condemned by no less a personage 
than the great Governor John Endicott! Not only 
did the court convict the widow but it forced a 
neighbor of Mrs. Hibbins to write a humble apol- 
ogy for having dared to testify in her favor. 

In 1680, Governor Bradstreet sentenced a Mrs. 
Morse to be hanged as a witch but subsequently 
caused her to be freed. 

When the witchcraft frenzy descended on 
Salem in 1692, some of the most prominent and 
powerful families became witch-hunters. Early 
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evidence in the witch cases was taken by John 
Hathorne and Jonathan Corwin, of Salem, as fine 
a pair of vindictive sour-pusses as ever wore a 
hangman’s rope with spectre evidence. They 
were supposed to ascertain the truth but they 
acted as bloodthirsty prosecutors. 

When Governor Phips returned from England 
with a new charter in May of 1692, he found the 
jails bulging with men and women awaiting trial 
as witches. Anybody who doubted witchcraft evi- 
dence was assailed as a witch. 

The governor named a special witch trial board. 
Hathorne and Corwin were memuvers. So were 
Wait Winthrop, Cant. Samuel Sewall, Peter Sar- 
gent, Major John Richards, Major Bartholomew 
Gedney and Nathaniel Salionstall, one of U. 5S. 
senator Leverett Saltonstall’s ancestors. 

These were all men of affluence and influence, 
leaders of the colony, but none had been educated 
for the bar. 

As Chief Justice of the witch-court, Governor 
Phips appointed his deputy, William Stoughton, a 
man so unpopular with the people that in a con- 
test for a judicial post a few years earlier he had 
received not a single vote—an all-time record in 
American elections. 

The only man on the court who had any real 
horse sense was Saltonstall. After its first sit- 


ting, during which he observed the fantastic

nature of the evidence and the attitude of his fel- 
low judges, he resigned, “dissatisfied with the 
proceedings.” 

Kindest word that can be said for the others 
is that, despite their-lack of training for the judi- 
ciary, they conducted the trials in accordance with 
the best English precedent and the rules of evi- 
dence then in vogue. In other words, it was just 
too bad for anybody haled before them. 

It is difficult in this somewhat more enlight- 
ened age to understand how men of such back- 
ground could lend credulous ears to the fantasies 
of the witch-accusers, many of them children: but 
it must be kept in mind that witchcraft persecu- 
tions had prevailed in Europe and England for 
centuries, that religion and law both recognized 
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the existence of witchcraft and demanded death 
as the penalty, and that hundreds abroad had been 
executed as witches. 

The popular belief in Salem, as elsewhere in the 
colonies, was that the devii was seeking conivol 
of the earth by signing covenants with evil per- 
sons who, once their John Hancocks were on the 
dotted line, could project their beings into animals 
and birds, ride broomsticks, plague and torment 
good Christians and generally make themselves 
nuisances in a devout and peaceful community. 


N EVIDENCE unbelievable today, the witch- 

court of hail-fellows-well-met sent 13 women 
and 6 men to the gallows, causing one man to be 
pressed to death and witnessed, unmoved, the 
death of two other women from the tortures of 
prison while awaiting trial. 

This they did in jig-time between June and 
September of that year of goodfellowship. 

Ann Pudeator, twice-widowed, a woman of 
means, mother of several children, was the last 
put to death—-the last ever to be hanged for witch- 
craft in Massachusetts. The collective stomach 
of the populace had begun to revolt. So many 
people were being accused of witchcraft it ap- 
peared there'd be none left to prosecute them. 
Many claimed to be bewitched by others in order 
themselves to escape suspicion of being witches. 
Many confessed to being witches because those 
who confessed were not condemned; they were 
used as witnesses for the state. Once the accused 
were brought to trial and protested innocence 
they were gallows-bound. 

But too many people were being accused—too 
many people of substance including ministe.'s 
wives! 

When the witch-court recessed after Ann Pude- 
ator was hanged, wishy-washy Governor Phips 
perhaps realizing that he might be the next one 
glimpsed astride a broomstick—-called a halt to 
the persecutions. Members of his witch-court 
were hot for carrying on but public opinion was 
aroused against them. 

As blood ceased to spill the clamor for it died 
and as suddenly as they began the witch trials 
were over. 

Executive order released all the accused witches 
from jail in the winter of 1692-93, The most vio- 
lent exhibition of mass psychology resulting from 
fear, superstition, gossip and misdirected Puritan 
religious fervor came to an end. 

It ended without anybody in an official 
capacity ever having admitted a mistake was made 
and the great Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
persists in that attitude today. Ann Pudeator is 
still a witch. 

Which recalls the last words of Sarah Good, 
one of those hanged. As she stood on the scaffold 
she was confronted by one Rev. Mr. Noyes, of 
Salem, a merciless witch-hunter. 

“You are a witch and you know you are a 
witch!” he screamed, 

Said Sarah calmly but with spirit as the rope 
was slung over the limb of an old locust tree: 

“You are a liar. I am no more a witch than 
you are a wizard.” 

Everybody . except the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature seems to agree with Sarah.

Every day and every night there 
are two and sometimes three babies 
in the brightly papered nurseries on 
the second floor, right next to Helen 
and Will Schultze’s own bedroom.

not like the babies that most of us” 


have. In greater part they have been 
unwanted babies born with little 
chance of ever being wanted. Sickly 
babies; babies who, so the doctors 
feared, had only a slight hold on 
life; babies whose unwed mothers 
had abandoned them or were without 
the means to keep them; babies born 
into families too poor to shelter 
them; babies that no one thought 
eligible for adoption. 

Yet because of Helen Schultze’s 
love and understanding care Destiny 
has belied the prophecies against 
them. Thirty-six of these tiny way- 
farers—among them those who were 
frailest at birth—were within a short 
time brought to such a high peak of 
health and desirability that they 
found their way straight to the hearts 
of well-to-do foster parents. Ten 
were restored, hale and hearty, to 
their mothers, or other relatives, as 
they were able to care for them. Good 
permanent foster homes were found 
for three who were unadoptable. One, 
suffering from an incurable malady, 
was beyond saving. 

Helen Schultze’s motherhood is 
not a run-of-the-mine variety. It is 
a drama of splendid sublimation. 

Both Helen and Will Schultze love 
children, especially tiny babies. Be- 
fore their marriage they planned for 
a large family. Helen was so sure 
that they would have one that she

started sewing on a baby dress the 
day after their wedding. When the 
life of their first born flickered out 
the doctors said, “No more babies.” 

The denial went deep. “It wasn’t 
only my own disappointment,” she 
says. “I couldn’t forget that first 
shadow of deprivaton that crossed 
my husband’s face when he heard 
the verdict. He never said anything 
about it. But I knew the hurt was 
there. And I determined to do some- 
thing about it.” 

She had always had a way with 
babies. As a child she was a willing 
mother’s helper. Not only with her 
own mother. She was always happy 
wheng neighborhood mothers would 
let her look after their babies when 
they had errands to do away from 
home. She seemed to have a way 
with ailing babies. It soon got so 
that when there was a sick baby in 
the block the neighbors would say 
“Get hold of Helen.” 

When her first grief had toned 
down Helen took up this avocation in 


her new neighborhood. Soon the doc- 
tors thereabouts were. calling upon 
her to help out with babies in homes 
where nurses were out of the ques- 
tion. Next they were asking her to 
take babies who needed a mother’s 
tender arms into her own home and 
nurse them back to health. It was 
a work in which her husband was a 
happy partner. The only trouble was 
that they became so attached to their 
tiny charges that giving them up was 
a cruel wrench. After three years 
of this they adopted a little girl who 
had come to them in this way. She 
was recently married from their 
home. 

seventeen years ago the Shelter- 
ing Arms Service, an old and proven 
private New York philanthropy, 
asked Helen Schultze to join its 
group of foster mothers. Her spe- 
cialty was to be caring for sick and 
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unadoptable babies and bringing 
them up to the par of desirability. 

“Will and I knew,” she told the 
writer, “that every baby we took 
meant a heart-break. You can’t live 
with a baby and nurse it along and 
make it bloom without loving it. Yet 
when one little one goes there's al- 
ways another coming along. All-in- 
all it’s been great fun.” A stir above 
stairs took her from the room. She 
came back with a tiny bundle in her 
arms. “This is Joseph, our new 
little son.” 

Joseph was 14 days old. He had 
a kind of dysentery that had robbed 
him of a pound and a half of weight. 
Now he had a pound of it back... 
.... But there’s Andrew... you must 
see him.” 

Andrew was 15 months old and a 
handsome laughing youngster who 
had just begun to walk. When he 
first came to Helen Schultze no one 
thought he would live. 

Motherhood is no burden to Helen 
Schultze.

The Secret of How the Atom Is Held 
Together, Now Being Learned by a 
New Technique, May Prove More Im- 
portant in the Long Run Than Present 
Knowledge of How to Split It

HE “heart” of the atom spins 
like a child’s top, and its spinning 
has been made visible to human 
eyes. By a new wizardry of science, 
this atomic heart, the nucleus, can 
now be induced to send out “televi- 
sion pictures” of its own whirling and 

other magnetic patterns. 
It is in the nucleus that atomic 
energy and weight are concentrated. 


Yet very little is. known about its, 


hidden and binding forces. By peer- 
ing more deeply into the power 
system of the nucleus scientists may 
discover better methods than are now 
available of unleashing atomic energy. 

In order to study the atomic heart 
visually, Prof, Felix Bloch of Stan- 
ford University, Palo Alto, Calif., to- 
gether with Prof. W. W. Hansen and 
Martin Packard, developed his method 
of ‘nuclear induction.” Through 
gentle coaxing, the atom is persuaded 
to reveal its magnetic whirling to the 
human view. ‘Che atom is neither 
smashed nor exploded, but is wooed, 
so to speak, with the “music” of 
radio waves. 

One of the most important of 
atomic hearts is the proton, the 
nucieus of the ordinary hydrogen 
atom. All other atomic hearts are 
built of protons and neutrons. Its 
study can be made in hydrogen 
present in water or any other suit- 
able fluid or in a solid, like paraffin. 

An atom has been compared to an 
invisibly small “solar system”, Its 
nucleus is the “sun,” around which 
revolve the electrons like the “plan- 
ets.”” The hydrogen atom has a single 
proton, which is charged with posi- 
tive electricity, for its “sun”; and one 
electron, charged negatively, for its 
“planet.” The whole atom, this 
“solar system,” is 1/250,000,000th 
of an inch across, The proton alone 
is 10,000 times smaller. 

If the proton were as big as a 
walnut, on the same scale, a pinhead 
would extend 5,000,000 miles into 
celestial space. This “atomic sun’’— 
spinning like the sun—has been made 
to give out large pictures of its 
whirlings. 

In Professor Bloch’s apparatus a 
container of water is placed between 
the north and south poles of an elec- 
tro-magnet. This outside magnetic 
force causes the protons of the hydro- 
gen atoms in the water to spin witha 
certain wobble, or “angle of precis- 
sion.” It is very much like the wobble 
of the whirling top under the effect 
of gravitation. 

When radio waves are directed at 
the atoms, as soon as their wave 
lengths are in agreement (resonance) 
with the protons’ spinning-wobble 
pattern, radio signals come out. That 
is, the protons actually “televise” pic- 
tures of their gyrations. 

The pictures, particularly, reveal 
the proton’s “magnetic moment”. By 
“magnetic moment”, for instance, of 


a compass needle, is meant the char- 
acteristic which makes the needle 
point towards the north pole. ‘The 
proton whirls like a top surmounted 
with a compass needle, a tinyemagnet. 

A change in the spinning of the 
proton in only 1/10,000th of a second 
can be detected py the “televised” 
pictures. In the Stanford apparatus, 
the proton serves as a tiny generator 
that produces electrical! current 
which is employed to flaSh out visible 
Signals. 

At Harvard University Dr. E. M. 
Purcell employs a similar method for 
measuring the magnetic spins of the 
atomic hearts in solid substances. 

Prof. Isidore I. Rabi, Nobel Prize 
winner of Columbia University, and 
Dr. Norman Ramsey and other col. 
leagues use a somewhat different de- 
vice in which streams of atoms or 
molecules are fired inside hollow 
tubes from which air is pumped out. 
Under .magnetic forces and _ radio 
beams, the atoms get sorted out ac- 
cording to their spinning patterns. 
The first scientist to hit upon such 
methods was Prof. Otto Stern of 
Pittsburgh. 

By use of radio waves the atoms 
are gently persuaded to give up the 
secrets of their hearts in all these 
methods.” Scientists sometimes com- 
pel atoms—by smashing them and 
bombarding them-—and sometimes 
cajole them to show their innermost 
forces. 

The study of the construction of 
the atomic hearts—built by the bind- 
ing together of protons and neutrons 
—paves the way for -the artificial 
synthesis of new elements. New 
kinds of atoms will be built by putting 
together already known atoms as the 
result of discoveries about. the 
nuclear cores. 

In any such synthesis, union of 
atomic hearts, atomic energy is re- 
leased. If the hydrogen atoms in a 
glass of water were united to form 
atoms of helium, enough energy 
would be liberated to run the biggest 
ocean liner across the Atlantic and 
back with top speed. The energy of 
the sun and other stars is produced 
by just such a process. The tre- 
mendous heat of the sun’s interior 
unites hydrogen atomic cores to form 
helium atomic cores, unleashing 
atomic energy that keeps the sun 
blazing away. 

Will man ever learn to do what is 
going on inside the sun? Will he ever 
be able to start a self perpetuating 
conversion of hydrogen into helium? 
Will he find a substitute for high 
solar temperatures in powerful mag- 
netic kicks? 

Only the future will show whether 
any of these faint and remote hopes 
are realized. 

Scientists, like Professors Rabi, 
Bloch and others, will go on seeing 
more and more deeply into the 
secrets of the atomic inierior. Thev 
may discover the clue to a grester 
age of atomic power than now known.

NCE upon a time, and this is no fairy tale, 
a winter book was something to curl up 


with alongside a blazing hearth and read 
while a blizzard raged in impotent fury outside. 
. gentleman from the Emerald Isle named James 
k’. Kelley who had settled in New York changed 
all this back in 1871 by the simple expedient of 
quoting futures on the Belmont Stakes six months 
before the race was run. 

Since then the winter book has developed into 
the softest of all touches devised for bringing 
about the inevitable parting of the fool and his 
money. But, just as in fairy stories, sometimes 
there can be a reverse twist before the happy 
ending. 

This was the case when the bookmaking firm 
of John Haskett and Charles Ford of Chicago 
went looking for fools’ gold on Black Gold in 
the winter book for the 1924 Kentucky Derby and 
were buried under an avalanche. 

llow they fought their way to the surface 
avain is one of the stories bookmakers like to tell 
as proof that they are the special breed of men 
Diogenes was looking for back in the Golden 
Age of Pericles (not to be confused, incidentally, 
with Mr. William Helis’s $60,000 colt). 

A winter or future book, it should be ex- 
plained, is one which takes bets months in advance 
of a big race—-usually the Kentucky Derby. In 
the day-to-day books operated by the big layers, 
a fair margin of profit is considered 10 per cent. 
The bookie tabulates his list of odds so that for 
every $110 he takes in he pays out $100. When 
2 bookmaker slips in his mathematics and offers 
odds which result in his having to pay out more 
than he takes in, it’s called a “Dutch book.” 

. shrewd player, running a keen eye down a 
bookie’s odds line can spot a Dutch book in a 
flash and, by getting bets of equal size down on 
the whole line of horses, can assure himself of a 
profit no matter what the outcome of the race. 
A winter hook is almost never “Dutched”’ because 
the bookie quotes prices that guarantee him a 
marin of profit ranging from 100 to 500 per cent. 

However, there have been a few occasions 
when the long-range layers went so far overboard 
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on a horse they held cheaply that they were 
cleaned out like an Augean Stable when the sup- 
posed billygoat turned out to be Lightning. 

That brings us back to Messrs. Haskett and 
Ford whom our British cousins would refer to 
euphemistically as “chartered turf accountants,” 
but whom Chicago horse players of the pre 
Capone era knew as the most reliable pair of 
bookies in town. They had a strong “in” with the 
political regime in power. 

In the winter racing season of 1923-1924, a 
colt named Black Gold, the story of whose 
triumphs and ultimate tragedy was told in an 
earlier article in this series, won the Louisiana 
Derby at the Fair Grounds track in New Orleans. 
That should have made him a short-priced horse 
in the winter books. However, Sarazan and Wise 
Counsellor were the standout three-year-olds that 
spring and the future books on the Derby made 
them co-favorites at 6 to 1 and quoted 25 to 1 
on Black Gold. 

Usually, bookies are quick to notice suspicious 
betting trends and make counter moves to protect 
themselves. But the big wads of money that kept 


coming in from New Orleans operators on Black 


Gold merely made the Chicago bookies lick their 
chops in anticipation. It looked like golden gravy 
to them, what with Sarazen and Wise Counsellor 
dominating the entry lists. 

In gravy-inhaling, however, there’s many a 
Slip ‘twixt the Knife and the lip. Haskett and 
Ford had the law of averages to guide them to 
the right path if they would only look up the 
records. Statistics kept over the years show that 
only about one out of every seven winter book 
favorites wins the Kentucky Derby. 

Sarazen and Wise Counsellor, however, were 
names to reckon with and the Messrs. Haskett 
and Ford thought that one of this blue ribbon 
pair was sure to run and win. So they kept load- 
ing up on Black Gold without laying any of it off. 

How the impossible happened at Churchill 
Downs on Derby Day in 1924 is now a well known 
story to turfmen. Sarazen and Wise Counsellor, 
the co-favorites, didn’t start. A flood of gold into 
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the mutuel machines beat Black Goid’s price down 
to $5.50 to $2. Still Haskett and Ford didn't lay 
off their overload. 

Black Gold, with Mooney up, broke well in the 
field of 19, but dropped back to 5th and then 6th 
position as Transmute, Bracalade and then Chil. 
howee set the pace. Turning into the stretch, 
Mooney cut loose on Black Gold and the black 
colt shot from third position into the lead. Then 
after a blazing duel down past the roaring stands 
he shot under the wire a half length ahead of 
Chilhowee, winning $52,775 for his owner, Mrs. 
R. M. Hoots, and causing the greatest flare-up in 
Chicago since Mrs. O’Leary’s cow drop-kicked 
that lantern into the hay rack. . 


JY ASKETT and Ford called in a regiment of 

double entry bookkeepers and certified public 
accountants who, with the aid of a battery of 
adding machines, figured out the firm’s losses as 
something like a million dollars. 

Instead of loading their pockets with lead and 
starting to walk north to Canada straight through 
Lake Michigan, Haskett and Ford totalled up the 
number of creditors who held slips on Black Gold, 
ascertained how much money they had taken in, 
then got in touch with each winner and offered 
a pro-rata share of the cash on hand with the 
promise that the rest would be paid “as soon as 
available.” To many of their clients this sounded 
like a delayed “over the fence” act. Haskett and 
Ford were of a different breed. 

Through political connections, they were able 
to acquire control of the Hawthorne race track 
that season. What happened after that should 
forever dispel the myth that you can’t make 
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money on the races. Haskett and Ford made so 
much of it that before the end of the season they 
were out of the barrel and in the black—but not 
Black Gold. Every red cent won on Black Gold 
by their clients had been paid off and the credit 
of Messrs. Haskett and Ford was rated 100 plus. 
Other bookies had been caught, but welshed. 


Usually, it’s the customers who are caught, 
though. In 1938, Stagehand, the 6 to 1 winter book 
choice, was reported in fine condition right up to 
the day before the race. Then two Los Angeles 
newspapermen, wandering around in the stable 
area at Churchill Downs, picked up a tip that 
Stagehand had developed a fever. Sure enough, 
they found on visiting the favorite’s barn that 
Trainer Earl Sande had summoned a veterinarian 
for the heavily backed colt. A groan heard 
throughout the nation was set up when the news- 
papers carried the bad news to those who had bet 
a few millions on the favorite in the winter books. 


F QUIPOISE, 4 to 1 favorite in the winter books 
for the 1931 race, didn’t start, either; Twenty 
Grand winning that year. Despite this burning, 
the favorite players took another shellacking 
from the winter books in 1932 by backing Top 
Flight which never got to the post. Burgoo King, 
a 30 to 1 special in the winter book, took the 
floral horseshoe in that race. Chance Sun, 6 to l, 
was the 1935 winter book choice and once more 
the sucker money was banked in large stacks by 
the bookies when he didn’t start. The same thing 
happened in 1936 when Holyrood, 6 to 1 winter 
favorite, didn’t get to the post. Those who had 
Bold Venture at 40 to 1 in the future books made 
a killing. The last 6 to 1 winter book darling who

didn’t give his backers a run for 
their money was Pukka Gin, a non- 
starter, in 1944. 
Frank Erickson, the big New York 
bookmaker, stood to lose $500,000 in 
1940 if Bimelech, 3 to 1 early choice 
whom the winter books closed at 7 
to 10, had won. Obligingly, the late 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ colt, Gallaha- 
dion, a 35 to 1 shot, rescued the 
chestnuts for poor Frank who at 
that particular moment was prob- 
ably down to his last ten million, 
with Butch LaGuardia shouting 
“Tinhorn!” at him wherever he 
showed his face. 
It is always balm for a shorn 
sucker when he hears about the 
smart money being taken over the 
jumps for a change. In 1921, the 
sheep enjoyed such a snicker at the 
expense of the late Col. Ed Bradley, 
who died recently in his middle 
eighties. That year, Black Servant 
was the Colonel’s Derby favorite and 
he backed the colt heavily in the 
future books. Behave Yourself was 
the other Bradley colt entered, but 
in future books a bet on one horse 
of an entry isn’t cashed if the other 
horse wins. That’s exactly what 
occurred in the 1921 Derby. Black 
Servant led from the middle of the back stretch 
until the pack straightened out for the final dash 
to the wire. Then Behave Yourself, ridden by 
Jockey Thompson, who probably didn’t know 


anything about the 100 grand he was saving for 
Col. Bradley’s favorite bookmaker, ran Black 
Servant dizzy and won by a head. 

The story of Sun Briar and Exterminator in 
the 1918 Derby is another gem. Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, the Swamp Root King, was bent on win- 
ning the Derby that year with Sun Briar, the 
outstanding favorite. Sun Briar didn’t shape up 
well in his workouts and Mr. Kilmer was about 
to give up when Col. Matt Winn, watching the 
workouts one morning, asked: “What’s the matter, 
Mr. Kilmer? You don’t look happy.” 

“And why should I?” demanded Kilmer. “I've 
been counting on Sun Briar to win and he just 
doesn't seem to respond to training.” 

“What’s the matter with that big horse over 
there?” asked the Colonel. “I’ve been watching 
him and he looks good to me.” 

“That?”. snorted Kilmer, disgustedly. “Why 
that bag of bones is in his own way! I gave 
$12,000 for him to act as a workhorse for Sun 
Briar, and look at him!” 

“I wouldn't say that about him if he were my 
horse,” said Winn. “Just look him over again 
before you decide not to try for the prize.” 

Kilmer did and noticed qualities in the big, 
clumsy looking gelding that he had overlooked. 


X TERMINATOR, of course, ran instead of Sun 
Briar in that year’s Derby and not only won if 
at 30 to 1 but then proceeded to become one of the 
greatest handicap horses in the history of the 
American turf with winnings of $252,596 to his 
credit. “Old Bones,” a pensioner for years at the 
Kilmer breeding farm near Binghamton, N. Y., 
died only last year at the ripe old age of 30. 
Even as shrewd an operator as the late Fattv 
Anderson was nipped by the winter book. Fatty, 
whose ashes were scattered over the infield in 
Belmont Park after he died, in compliance with 
his last request, had one of those sure things in 
the 1913 Derby. Tony Aste, an ex-bootblack who 
made millions on a nationally advertised brand of 
shoe polish he developed in the course of his shoe- 
Shining career, had a good colt named Ten Point 
which he turned over to Fatty to train for him. 
After the colorful trainer had sized up his new 
charge, he decided there wasn't a three-year-old 
around who could beat him, so he started invest 
ing heavily in Ten Point in the winter books. So 
popular was Ten Point with horse players that 
he closed at $1.20 to $1 favorite on Derby Day at 
the Downs. Hardly anyone paid any attention to 
a colt named Donerail. But when the 1913 Derby 
had been run, Donerail’s name was pogted as the 
winner at the all-time high Derby price of $91.45. 
What Fatty was behind was the well known eight 
ball. He made up his losses in 1921 when, back- 
ing his own horse, Carlaris, heavily in the winter 
books for the $100,000 Coffroth Handicap at 
Tijuana, he cleaned up a cool half million. 
However, the safest winter book we can 
recommend for sports-minded folk is the Skiing 
Manual, providing they just stick to reading it.

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Jack Kelly Couldn't Enter 
the Henley Diamond Sculls 
on Account of His Work- 
ing Hands — Jack, Jr., 
Reached the Finals

HE year was 1920. A tall, rangy, 
T handsome man of 30, muscles 

bulging through his plain busi- 
ness suit, and big, strong hands hang- 
ing loosely, stood before the official 
board of England’s Royal Henley 
Regatta. 

His whole appearance spoke of 
the outdoor life ...of the wind and 
the water, of honest toil in the open 
air, of physical well-being. 

He was a strange contrast to the 
group of prim, austere men, immacu- 
lately dressed, who surveyed him 
across the polished mahogany table. 
They looked him over coolly, patron- 
izingly, eyed each other question- 
ingly, then nodded in agreement. 

“I’m sorry, sir,” one said, in his 
clipped British accent. “You may not 
enter the Diamond Sculls. You see 

.’ he shrugged... “you work with 
your hands.” 

Tha man _ stared in_ surprise. 
Slowly he lifted his hands and viewed 
them...the long, thick fingers, the 
cuts and scrapes, the calluses. A 
flood of color rose to his cheeks. Ab- 
ruptly, without a word, he turned and 
strode from the room. 

Thus ended the dream of John B. 
Kelly, Sr., the pride of American 
oarsmen. 

Yes, Kelly worked with his hands. 
He was a bricklayer, and he earned 
his living at it. When he appeared, 
after a hard day’s work, at Phila- 
delphia’s Vesper Boat Club, he usu- 
ally had mortar on his shoes. 

That hadn’t stopped him, however, 
from becoming the best single sculler 
America had ever produced. They 
said he couldn’t be beaten, and Kelly 
didn’t think he could, either. That’s 
why, when he pulled his scull up and 
down the Schuyl- 
kill River, the one 
thought ham.- 
mered away in his 
head... “the Dia- 
mond Sculls, the 
Diamond Scul1Is, 
the Diamond 
Seulls.” The Dia- 
mon Sculls, the 
world’s. oldest, 
most famous 
sculling event, was 
the big prize. 

All through 
World War I Kel- 
ly thought of the 
Diamond Sculls at 
the Henley Regat- 
ta. It was with him 
in the trenches, on 
the way home, on 
the Schuylkill Riv- 
er again. 
When he ar- 
rived at last in 
England, for the 
fulfillment of his 
big dream, the ar- 
rogant little man with the 
correct British speech put an 
end to the proudest ambition

Kelly went away that day with a 
bitter lump twisting and turning in 
his throat. Jack Beresford, Jr., of 
England, won the 1920 Diamond 
sculls on the Thames River. Later 
that year in the Olympics Kelly beat 
Beresford for the championship. 

Shortly thereafter King George V 
received a package just as he was 
sitting down to breakfast. 

Inside was Kelly’s famous 
green cap, his sculling com- 
panion, and a card: “Your 
Highness—greetings from a 
bricklayer.” 

* Kelly returned to America, 
to his bricklaying job and to

the Schuylkill River, where his great, 
rough hands swept him into the van 
Of many a race. The lump was still 
there. 

He married pretty Margaret 
Major, a swimming champion, and 
Jack Kelly, Jr., was born. From the 
moment “Kel,” as the father affec 
tionately called his son, was able to 
toddle, Kelly, Sr., got him acquainted 
with sculling. Kel followed his dad 
around the boathouse, perched at his 

feet when he went out 
in the river. 

When Kel was ten 
he teamed with the 
veteran Fred Plaisted 
in a youth-age rowing 
combination in a water 
pageant. When he was 
12 he was coxswain of 
the Penn Athletic Club 
intermediate eight- 
oared crew. When 
he was 16, in 1943, he 
won his first race, the 
Life Guard Boat Race 
at Ocean City, N. J 
At 17 he repeated, and 
won the American 
junior singles cham- 
pionship contest. 

After that he was 
ready for bigger 
game. He was big and 
strong like his. dad, 
and had the same 
eager light in his eyes. 
Kelly, Sr., still had 
the lump in his throat. 
He wasn’t a bricklayer 


now. He was an affluent contractor 
last year, from May to July, Kel 
won after race, 

Then Kel joined the Navy, and it 
was aS a Navy representative that he 
presented himself, Kelly, Sr., at his 
side, before the Henley Regatta offi 
clals. The officials were embarrassed 
over the father’s presence. They had 

eard of what happened in 1920. 

In the first heat of the Diamond 
Sculls Kel easily outstroked London's 
J. H. Pinehes. ‘The next day, anni 
versary of the Declaration of Inde 
pendence, he beat another English 
man, W. H. Fullick. This defeat put 
Britain out of its own contest. The 
third day Kel beat his co-Philadc! 
phian, Art Gallagher. 

It was Kel’s 19th straight victory, 
but it was-an exhausting ordeal. He 
lost nearly ten of his 190 pounds. In 
the finals against Jean Sephariades, 
of France, he gave his all, but it was 
not enough. The loss of weight, the 
strenuous grind told. Kel lost by 
three lengths. 

Friends who knew the story ex 
pected to find Kelly, Sr., crushed in 
spirit. They found him smiling. 

“We knocked the British out!” he 
exclaimed, “It’s been a long time, but 
we did it. And this isn’t the end 
We're coming back year after year 
until Kel takes the Diamond Sculls.” 

He held out his hands, now free 
of the marks of physical toil

HE mine detector, .a sensitive 

mechanism on a long handle, 

emitted a humming noise, signi- 
fying to its  soldier-operator that 
something metallic was beneath the 
surface of the ground. 

A postal inspector marked the 
spot, and diggers started in. Previ- 
ous gangs had dug six feet down in 
the same place, but this time they 
didn’t quit at that depth. Nine feet 
down, they found what they were 
looking for—not a mine, but $153,150, 
stuffed in a length of stove pipe. 

These bills were the remnants of 
a $180,000 haul, stolen from the 
Jacksonville, Fla., post office two 
years ago by J. D. Marshall, a clerk 
who later confessed to the theft on 
his deathbed, but took the secret. of 
its hiding plaeé with him. The mine 
detector was Postal Inspector Walter 
Palmer’s idea, and it paid off. 

Marshall handled the registry win- 
dow. He was familiar with the pack- 
ages of currency the Federal Reserve 
Bank dispatched to banks in its ter- 
ritory. One day he _ substituted a 
dummy package for the shipment 
of bills and, as simple as that, took 
home $180,000. 

The dummy package arrived at 
its destination, where bank clerks 
found, not $180,000, but a wad of 
newspapers. Handwriting experts 
identified the handwriting on the 
package as Marshall’s. 

Marshall was awaiting trial when 
he was suddenly stricken with acute 
appendicitis. When he knewshe could 
not live he confessed to the robbery. 
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Death took him in the middle of 
a sentence—a sentence that began: 
“It was buried...” 

Chief Inspector J. J. Doran esti- 
mates that not more than $75,000 in 
actual cash is still unrecovered from 
postal robberies, but the total value 
of other loot is high. 

Take, for example, the robbery 
committed by Gerald Chapman and 
his accomplices in the middle of New 
York City, 25 years ago. At the time 
official estimates were over $2,000,000. 

Chapman was hanged, several 
years later, for the murder of a Con- 
necticut policeman. His accomplices 
passed on in one way or another. 
But the money is still missing. 

After the hold-up, Chapman and 
his pal, “Dutch” Anderson, often hit 
the hot spots in New York. Chapman 
earned the title of “Count of Gram- 
ercy Square” through his luxuriant 
taste in clothes, food, drink and beau- 


tiful women. 


The robbery was as daring as it 
was lucrative. The gang knew that 
a truck left the downtown post office 
in New York at a certain time each 
day, laden with valuables from Wall

Making his way through the laby- 
rinth of tunnels under the post office, 
Fahy was almost stymied by a brick 
wall. He took a chance, hid out in 
the tunnels during the day, and broke 
down the wall next night. 

The haul was $75,000 in stamps, 
which has never been recovered.

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At the Bethesda, Md., Club “Butch,” 
the Cocker Spaniel Mascot, Is the 
Pet of Wounded Veterans.

EEP human desire for affection 
made a khaki-clad boy in a re- 
mote land use the phonograph 

in a USO Club to play over and over 
again a record of his dog barking 
back at home, 

Everyone of us is in need of some- 
thing to cherish and something to be 
cherished by. This is especially true 
of our servicemen who are far away 
from home. Unlike the boy with the 
barking dog record, most of the GIs 
have adopted live pets to release their 
pent-up yearning for love and under: 
standing companionship. 

Our young men in uniform, it 
seems, choose as many varied kinds 
of pets as there are species in the 
living world. 

They pick their friends indiscrimi- 
nately from fish, reptiles, insects, 
mammals or birds. Real affection 
springs up between the boys and 
their dogs, cats, monkeys, parrots or 
turtles. Sooner or later, each pet 
lands in a USO Club. The GIs know 
they can park there anything from a 
centipede to a baby eagle while they 
-are busy elsewhere. 

Although the USO Clubs are 
mainly operating for the convalescent 
wounded and the. new youngsters in 
training, this strange assortment of 
pets is one of the favorite items on 
hand, according to the housekeeping 
personnel. Leopards, catfish or alli- 
gators readily find a home, mostly a 
temporary one, in these clubs. 

In the USO lounge in the Dear- 
born Station, Chicago, a satisfied cat 
sits in a chair next to resting service 
men and happily sips soda pop from 
a cup. A kitten in Boston runs over 
the club’s piano whenever she feels

like playing a cat’s fugue, much to 
the amusement of the boys. A pretty 
triplet of kittens purrs away a trio of 
contentment at a Richmond, Va., club, 
while in Baltimore 200 uniformed 
he-men signed a petition to save a 
tiny kitten from eviction. The kitten 
stayed and became the club’s No. 1 
pin-up girl. 

A slightly different kind of kitty 
was “Baby,” a 25-pound leopard cub 
that was brought recently by its GI 
owner into the club at Nashville, Tenn. 
The frisky Baby readily posed for pic- 
tures after a fill of ice cream. 

No one brought “Butch,” the 
cocker spaniel, to the club at Beth- 
esda, Md., just outside of Washington, 
where the great Naval Hospital is 
located. He came in one day all by 
himself, liked it and stayed as a self- 
appointed mascot. The invalid vet- 
erans who visit the club say that they 
would now be lost without him,

In the South, baby alligators are 
favorites. One potential handbag, 
Ben MacDrew by name, became a 
mascot of a Tampa, Fla., USO Club. 
Ben went over big with the club clien- 
tele although he had a habit of flat- 
tening himself in the mud and play- 
ing nonchalant. 

A monkey became a mascot in a 
club in Panama, and in Skagway, 
Alaska, a moose befriended a service 
man to such a degree that it had to 
be banished because it insisted on 
sharing the man’s cot at night. 

Considering that USO Clubs have 
been in existence for more than five 
years, the volunteer workers are 
usually prepared for anything in the 
line of pets. But a hostess at the 
Ajo, Ariz., club was stumped when a 
soldier naturalist walked in with his 
collection of friends for safe-keeping. 

Among other odd pets, this fellow 
had horned toads, sand lizards, centi- 


pedes, sand turtles, sparrow hawks, 
sand squirrels, kangaroo mice and a 
Gila monster.

It can be readily seen that pets 
are no small item in the USO set-up 
that has as its purpose the bringing 
of cheer to the boys in uniform. No 
other army or navy in the world has 
anything like the USO Clubs, They 
are typically American. 

In 1947 there will be about 400 
such clubs in this country in addition 
to station lounges and movable units. 
The convalescent wounded must have 
clubs to visit and camp entertain. 
ments. The new inductees need the 
wholesome recreation for which USO 
stands. Servicemen in all parts of 
the world, from Newfoundland to the 
South Pacific, deserve the bit of 
America that USO abroad gives them. 

The expenses involved in this tre- 
mendous job are covered by the 
American people. To continue its 
service next year, the USO is asking 
the public to contribute $19,000,000. 
In addition, the Community Chests 
that are publicly supported and oper- 
ate in more than 800 cities will allo- 
cate $11,500,000 to the USO. 

It isn’t much. Less than a dollar 
per family will bring a bit of home 
to each and every boy in service.

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Awaent Apt or SKIN GRAFTING 


XPERIMENTAL plastic surgeons 
today, trying to improve their 
art, recently discovered that one 

of their newest methods is merely a 
refinement of a type of skin grafting 
performed in India long before Amer- 
ica became a nation. 

The modern surgeons aren’t sud- 
denly growing old-fashioned. ‘They 
aren’t behind the times. The medi- 
cine men in India were ahead of their 
times. In their own way, they were 
as eager as specialists are today to 
develop ways of grafting skin, and 
their object was the same. It was to 
heal wounds and cover scars and as- 
suage both the physical and mental 
distress disfigurement brings, 

Their skin grafting method was 
simply this: Before transplanting 
skin from one part of a patient’s body 
to another, they would pound the 
area of skin to be sliced. They would 
strike it with wooden slippers until 
it became inflamed and swollen. They 
found that by thus exciting the skin, 
the cells would react, and a patch 
removed to an area where needed 
would be more likely to remain in 
place, and grow, than it would if not 
stimulated by blows. 

While modern plastic surgeons do 
not recommend so drastic a treat- 
ment today, reports of a recent ex- 
periment in the Journal of Experi- 
mental Medicine by Dr. Peyton Rous, 
of the Rockefeller Institute for Medi- 
cal Research, show that there was 
wisdom in the ancient practice. 

Using rabbits for experimental 
animals, Dr. Rous conducted a series 
of tests to learn whether grafts of 
irritated or excited skin would grow 
more readily than those of unexcited 
skin after transfer. However, in- 
stead of using wooden slippers to in- 
duce irritation, a mixture of turpen-

tine and acetone was swabbed over 
the underside of a rabbit in an area 
which had previously been clipped 
of hair. The chemicals served the 
same role as the slipper. They caused 
the skin to become swollen and in- 
flamed, too. 

Another adjacent area was also 
clipped but not given the chemical 
treatment. It served as a control 
region. 

Grafts were then made from both 


areas and the results compared. Dr.” 


Rous’ rediscovered by . experiment 
what the ancient Indian doctors 
learned through years of experience. 
The irritated skin united with the un- 
derlying tissue sooner than the nor- 
mal skin of the same individual. It 
obtained a blood supply more prompt- 
ly and abundantly. New skin grew 
more readily on the area that had 
been sliced. 

Other advantages were also noted. 
Grafts were readily and easily sliced 
off. This is not true of normal rab- 
bit skin. They could be made ex- 
ceedingly thin. They underwent much 
less contraction and, further, a sec- 
ond crop of grafts could be taken 
from the healed areas much sooner 
than from those which had previously 
been normal. 

This new technique has not as yet 
been tried on humans. Even in its 
present stage, however, it may fur- 
nish clues to some of the problems 
that have perplexed plastic surgeons 
for years. 

For example, they would like to 
find a method for transplanting skin 
from the body of one person to an- 
other. They can do it now, in emer- 
gency cases, and the transplants, 
called homografts, for a while will 
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serve as well as if the recipient had 
been provided with a slice of his own 
skin spared from another part of his 
body. Time, and again, in the past 
researchers have believed that they 
had found a way to force homografts 
to serve permanently. But the re 
searchers always have failed; the 
homografts always have remained 
healthy and protective for only a 
little while. 

Then, dashing the hopes of the 
scientists and the patients, the homo- 
grafts have shriveled, peeled and dis- 
integrated. ‘They have served to meet 
a crisis, but they have left a task 
still to be done by grafts still to be 
made from the patients themselves, 

The explanation for the failure 
never has changed. Modern scien- 
tists perceive it in the same light as 
did their predecessors. It is simple. 
The failure of the homograft, as a 
permanent substitute, is the fact that 
the skin of no two persons is exactly 
alike. 

Dr. Leo Loeb, of Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Louis, clarifies the gen- 
eralization. The skin, he explains, 
is a complicated organ, like the heart, 
liver or kidneys, and refuses to grow 
in a foreign body. A foreign body— 
so far as the skin is concerned—is 
the place where it is affixed when it 
is taken from one individual and 
given to another. 

Often, in cases of severe injury— 
particularly when large areas are 
burned — this temporary expedient, 
the homograft, is an unparalleled 
life-saver. Precisely and scientifical- 
ly, large sheets of skin can be sliced 
from a donor and snubbed in place 
on the injured area of the recipient. 

There, on the recipient, they af 
ford critically needed protection, and 
for a short time they seem to “take.” 


That is, they seem to remain healthy 
and stay in place almost as ‘well as 
the patient’s own skin would. 

It is a false “take.” ‘The 
grafts are deceptive. Their 
aging appearance of normal, 
skin begins to vanish. Within 
three to 10 weeks they. lose 
grip and begin to break up. 

An approach to the puzzle which 
at least saves the donor’s skin, is in 
the use of a versatile new material, 
fibrin, extracted from the blood. The 
fibrin is processed into a protein plas- 
tic, then stretched into a thin sheet 
and used as an emergency skin for 
covering large hurns. However, this 
material, like the homograft, is only 
a temporary expedient. It may save 
the life of a patient, but he still must 
depend on a graft of his own skin 
as a source of permanent patch. 

Plastic surgeons would also value 
highly a supply of assorted skin 
Slices, conveniently stored away un- 
der refrigeration, as plasma and other 
blood derivatives used in transfusions 
now are stored. Some progress has 
been made in this direction. Recent. 
ly, a large slice of skin to be used 
for a neck graft was kept under re- 
frigeration for 48 hours. The pa- 
tient, although well enough to supply 
the graft, was not ready for the final 
part of the operation. However, two 
days later, when he was well enough 
to go on, the graft was successfully 
applied. 

Although the research of Dr. Rous 
is still in the laboratory stage, work 
of this type, now being carried on in 
hospitals in many parts of the coun- 
try, is giving new hope to thousands 
of disfigured persons. Some were 
mutilated in the war, others injured 
in peacetime accidents. 

For them, each new tool, tech. 
nique or other advance in plastic sur- 
gery may mean a step toward the 


time when they can be whole again.

WO days after the death 

of Robert Mallan, Presi- 
dent of the Relma Corpora- 
tion, his wife became «a 
business woman for the 
first time in her life. It was 
necessary to finish up an 
important order for the 
United States Marine Corps 
and so, without hesitation, 
she saw to it that business 
was transacted as_ usual. 
And it was necessary, too, 
that she earn a living for 
herself and her 11-year-old 
son George (daughter Gu- 
cki had recently married). 

What gave this sheltered 
wife and mother the confi- 
dence to slide into the driv- 
er’s seat of a business she 
knew nothing about in New 
York, the toughest, most 
competitive city in the 
world? 

Jane Mallan calmly gives 
the answer:

Mrs. Mallan started in 
where her husband Jeft off.

The work was never pub- 
lished during his lifetime 
but Mrs. Mallan set herself 
the task of getting it before 
the public and a few months 
ago “The Book of Man” 
came out. Convinced that 
this volume contains an im- 
portant message for every 
man and can bring peace of 
mind to millions—-skeptic or 
unbeliever--she spends 
many lunch hours as well 
as evenings lecturing on its 
contents. 

“People often ask me if I 
keep busy to’ keep from 
mourning my husband's 
death,” Mrs. Mallan says,

cause for mourning. I was 
very happily married and I 
miss him tremendously, but 
I believe in reincarnation 
and, therefore, feel that my 
husband is not really dead.” 

Mrs. Mallan inspired her 
husband’s scientific research 
into what life is. He was 
struck by her calm mien, 
her confident manner in the 
face of all obstacles.

Worried About Wrinkles 


By SALLY YOUNG 
jF THERE is one thing all 
women have in common 
it’s this: Between the ages 
of 25 and 30, they begin to 
worry about wrinkles. 

The first signs of age 
appear around the eyes in 
tiny criss-crosses, crow’s 
feet, squint lines. - Almost 
every woman in her mid 
twenties has them, and 
should begin her wrinkle- 
prevention care at this time. 
The skin around the eyes is 
extremely sensitive. Pores 
here are tightly closed, give 


off very little of the soften- 
ing oils. 


Eye Wrinkles 


HERE are three reasons 

for wrinkles around the 
eyes: lack of lubrication, 
eye strain, and strong sun- 
light. For eye strain you 
can check with an optom- 
etrist, for strong sunlight 
you can wear a large 
brimmed hat, or avoid the 
sun. But what can you do 
about lack of lubrication? 

A heavy eye cream, so 
heavy .that it clings to the 
skin and is absorbed 
through pure dint of .stub- 
bornness, is the answer. 
You pat a tiny dab gently 
around the eyes and let it 
work while you sleep. You 
should use a tiny, almost 
indiscernible film while you 
go about your household 
duties, and even apply it 
before you make up, being 
sure, of course, to rub most 


of it away before you apply 
your foundation. 


The Forehead 


RINKLES also _ begin 

to make their appear- 
ance in three or four long 
creases across the forehead 
of young women. It is a 
physical characteristic for 
some women to raise their 
eyebrows when they laugh 
or to draw their brows to- 
gether when they think. 
Cosmeticians suggest you 
press the wrinkles firmly 
with your fore and middle 


finger frequently to help 
“jron” them out. You can 
use a heavy anti-wrinkle 
cream, too. 

The “laugh” bnes around 
the mouth need the heavy 
cream, and there is an ex- 
ercise you can try: Just 
puff your cheeks out (as a 
man would while shaving) 
ten minutes every day. 

But the big wrinkle prob- 
lem of most women is the 
neck. Here, too, we find 
the sensitive skin, the tight- 
ly closed pores. The neck 
should be given the same 
thoughtful care as the eyes, 
and the same cream can be 
used for treatment. 

A ten-minute-a-day exer- 
cise firms those neck 
muscles and helps to pre- 
vent flabbiness. Just clench 
your teeth until you feel 
the pull of all the neck 
muscles, then relax. A 
good scrubbing stimulates 
the circulation there, too,

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Conversion In Che Attic 


By DORIS DENISON 
A’ ATTIC is an unex- 
pected boon in these 
days of housing shortages. 
With a little “fixing,” it can 
very well supply an attrac- 


tive extra bedreom until 
conditions ease, : 
The sloping walls might 
be covered with paper in a 
bold design, which has 
much decorative value in it- 
self, and the wall at one end 
can be done in plain color 
for an interesting contrast. 
Mattresses and _ springs- 
on-legs, attractively — slip 
covered, fit very well under 
a receding roof. Topped 
with bright pillows, they 
make an inviting lounging 


place during the day. 
‘Furnish the attic bedroom 
as a spot to steal away to, 
where a hobby may be pur- 
sued and the hubbub of 
family life escaped. There 


should be plenty of shelves 
and chests of simple, func- 
tional style to provide stor- 
age space, not only for 
clothes, but for habby ma- 
terials as well. 

Proper lighting is impor- 
tant, too. A combination of 
direct and indirect lighting 
would be ideal. There 
should be plenty of direct 
light wherever it is needed, 
and easy-on-the-eyes indi- 
rect lighting elsewhere. 

The small dormer win- 


dows could be curtained in 
a materia] to match the 
dust ruffles of the bed slip- 
covers, and the dressing ta- 
ble skirt .could be made of 
the same material. With 
an easy chair or two, a 
fluffy string rug on top of 
the overall carpeting, a few 
friendly books and a radio, 
the attic bedroom can be 
the most comfortable and 
inviting room in the house. 


Double-Duty Trunk 


A wARGE steamer trunk | 


can be a white elephant 
or it can be an attractive 
dressing table and storage 
place. 


You may want to set it 
up on blocks of wood first 
to make it the right height. 
Then measure around the 
three sides of the trunk 
which extend into the room 


and cut a strip of material , 


twice this length. It should 
be about 16 inches wide. 
Gather this on a piece of 
elastic for a flounce around 
the bottom of the trunk. 
Over the top, drape a rec- 
tangular piece of material 
so that it hangs in natural 
folds at the corners. Braid 
or edging sewed around the 
bottom of this cover is very 
effective, especially if you 
are using a two-color com- 
bination. For instance, the 
flounce may be red or bur- 
gundy and the _ overskirt 
gray with gray braid. The 
amount of flounce you al- 
low to show depends upon 
the height of your trunk 
the proportion should be 
roughly one-third flounce to 
two-thirds cover. 

A piece of heavy glass, 
cut to the proper size, 
makes a practical, washable 
top. 

The mirror you use with 
this dressing table should 
be large to conform to the 
size of the trunk. Second- 
hand shops often have large 
old mirrors’ with _ gilt 
frames. If you find one, 
paint the frame _ white, 
hang it along the dressing 
table and it will add distinc- 
tiveness to your room. 


Quick Change Stip Covers 


NE of our readers, Mrs. 

Frances Cardinale, has 
sent us an idea she devel- 
oped which we think is 
good enough to pass along. 
She writes: 

“I have a maple set in 
our rumpus room. which 
takes a terrific beating 
from the peppy crowd of 
youngsters who use that 
room practically every eve- 
ning of the year. I very 
foolishly did not cover it 
when it was new and be- 
fore long noticed that, al- 
though the- back cushions 
were like new, the seats 
were badly soiled and worn. 

“If I made regular slip 
covers the same thing 
would happen and in a 
short time I’d have six good 
cushion covers and _= six 
wornout seats. So I pur- 
chased enough bright, 
strong, color-fast material 
to make 12 squares. For- 
ty-inch material does my 
set perfectly. I fasten 
these squares over the tops 
of the seats and the fronts 
of the cushions. This is 
easily done by placing a 
square flat on the table, 
setting a cushion in the cen- 
ter, and folding the mate- 
rial up and over the sides, 
fastening with a strong pin 


at each corner. With a lit- 
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‘member of 


tle practice a neat corner 
can be made and the whole 
thing takes only a minute 
or two. 

“Each week I remove the 
seat covers for washing, re- 
placing them with the back 
cushion covers which are 
quite clean. If laundered 
in the morning the freshly 
tubbed squares will be 
ready to put on the back 
cushions after lunch. By 
thus staggering wear and 
laundering my covers are 
still good after three years 
of constant use.” 


Buy Comfortable Pillows 


OUSEHOLD bed pillows 
should be carefully se- 
lected to-suit the individual
